Pratt says England is still prepar- 
ing to fight the war which she will really begin a 
year or two from now, but adds, “The only catch 
‘in this is that the Germans may win the war while 
Britain is still engaged in getting ready to fight.” 

In many of their wars, the British have withstood 
severe‘reverses only to come back with characteristic 
pluck and redeem themselves in the end. The fight- 
ing qualities of the French gre, of course, superb. 
But as yet the French and the British, adhering 
to the Liddell Hart theory, have been content with 
defensive tactics, while the enemy strikes his light- 
ning blows. The Allies rely upon the blockade even- 
tually to beat Germany, as it did the last time. 

But this is a different war, and the old formula 
may have to be revised if Hitler is to be stopped. 
It is not for the United States to tell Britain and 
France how to fight their war, but we cannot help 
regarding with deep disturbance the apparent help- 
lessness of the Allies against Hitler’s new and bril- 
liant methods of conquest.

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TOO COSTLY FOR ALL CONCERNED. 


St. Louis may lose an industry as a result of the 


26-year-old jurisdictional dispute between the AFL 
Carpenters and Machinists at the Anheuser-Busch 
brewery. 

The Gaylord Container Corporation, which has 
one of its factories on land leased from the brew- 
ery, is in pressing need of a new office building. 
About a year ago, a contract was signed and ex- 
cavations were started, preparatory to its construc- 
tion. Then picket lines were thrown about the 
brewery property by the carpenters. 

Appeals ‘to the local unionists—with whom the 
company has no quarrel—and to William Green, 
AFL president, were equally fruitless. The exca- 
vation had to be filled in and the contract torn up 
—at a cost of about $4000. 

Meanwhile, the firm’s need for the building has 
increased, and its management is now thinking 
about transferring the project to another city. No 
decision’ on this has been reached as yet, but it 
seems certain the company will not put up forever 
with this unwarranted restriction on its business. 

The same Cispute is also blocking a $750,000 con- 
struction project on the part of the brewery. An- 
heuser-Busch, which also has no dispute with the 
unions, is not so flexibly organized as Gaylord. The 
brewery cannot well be moved, but it would be 
easy to transfer the container company’s business 
to some of its plants in other parts of the country. 

Of course, as a result of the Supreme Court’s 
consent to review the anti-trust case against the 
carpenters, which grew out of. this jurisdictional 
strike, the log jam may eventually be broken. But 
this is not certain. 3 

However, it never should have been necessary 
to take this matter to the courts. This long-stand- 
ing strike is against the best interests of all con- 
cerned. It is depriving Anheuser-Busch and Gay- 
lord of business. It is depriving union men of em- 
ployment, not to mention the new jobs that would 
come into being with the new buildings. 

Business agents have been able to persist in this 
stubbornness far too long. If reason and economic 
good sense prevailed, the long-drawn-out jurisdic- 
tional dispute would go on to the junk heap this 
minute.

They are vital for making clear exactly what Mis- 
souri politicians were involved in the utility’s sin- 
ister manipulations, and what ones steered an honest 
course. They are vital, above all, for the SEC itself 
in building up its cases for criminal prosecutions. 

What is the SEC waiting for? It waited for the 
Laun case to be concluded. Is it now waiting for the 
end of the Boehm trial? That case is set for June 
17. It may be postponed until even later. If it is 
held on schedule, it will not be completed until the 
end of the month. Then another excuse for postpone- 
ment of the public hearings will be at hand—‘“Let 
them wait until after the hot weather.” In the 
fall, another excuse will be at hand—‘“Let them wait 
until after the election.” By that time, the whole 
thing may be dead beyond resurrection.

“Not a  hypothetica] 
something, like a textbook problem. Not a 
make-believe something, like building a toy 
hause. Not a second-hand something, like 
gleaning experience from a radio or screen, 
But a something that is relevant to the 
pshelter, the protection and the support of 


their own lives.” 
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Crowder tells how children in his experi- 
ence keep the family budget books, assist 
with household management and other vita] 
things in a family life which make for hap. 
piness and an appreciation of adult prob 
lems. 

There should be no problem in Emporia, 
where nearly everyone lives in a house on‘ 
a fairly good-sized lot. There always are 
grass to be cut, weeds to be dug, trees and 
bushes to be trimmed and in the winter 
snow to be shoveled, to say nothing of keep- 
ing basements, garages and attics clean, 
And for the girls, there is housework, all of 
which shouldn't be done by mother.

The bombers of Europe’s warring 
nations, photographic evidence in- 
dicated today, have failed by a 
wide margin to approach the ac- 
curacy of the United States Army 
Air Corps. 
Major-General H. H. Arnold, Air- 
Corps chief, exhibited comparative 
pictures at a closed session of a 
Senate Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee, whose members said they ap- 
peared to show a definite edge in 
marksmanship for American pi- 
lots. 
The photographic evidence, com- 
mittee *members said, gave the 
army a much higher accuracy rat- 
ing in precision bombing — or 
aimed hits—than European avi- 
ators have attained by pattern 
bombing—or sowing bombs over 
the immediate area of a target on 
the theory that one may hit the 
objective. 

Secret Bomb Sight. 
The apparent American margin 
of superiority was credited to the 
country’s secret bomb sight. 
Gen. Arnold, it was reported, 
also told the committee that Amer- 
ican military planes had proved 
speedier under actual combat con- 
ditions, more maneuverab'ie, safer 
and more economical of fuel. 
The Senate committee, however, 
was reported to have prodded the 
army. to seek full resoration of tne 
$20,000,000 for aircraft which the 
House cut from the $785,000,000 
War Department hill when it ap- 
proved that measure.

Later the War Depart- 
ment asked the Senate Committee 
to restore $10,000,000 of the House 
slash, boosting the plane total to 
166. 

Thomas said it was suggested in 
committee that it might be well 
for the army to ask for the re- 
maining $10,000,000. He said this 
suggestion appeared to be prompt- 
ed by the desire on the part of 
some members for speedy con- 
struction of planes which could 
compete on an equal basis in com- 
bat with Europe’s best. 

Arnold testified previously 
German improvements in arma- 
ment, self-sealing gasoline tanks 
and otner devices had caused the 
army to make drastic changes in 
plane equipment. He was quoted 
as saying yesterday that by July 
1, 1941, 1900 first line fighting 
planes incorporating all of these 
improvements would be delivered 
to the army.

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Grass Pollens 


Real Cause. of 


“Rose Fever"

T IS CALLED “rose fever” be- 
“ @ cause it comes when the roses 
are blooming. Some people have 
' it and some people don’t. Some of 
those who have it refer to it as 
“my spring cold.” 
It was not until John Bostock, 
the Englishman, experimented on 
his own case that the guilty’ par- 
ties were found not to be the roses 
but the grasses. John Bostock pub- 
“lished his observations over 100 
years ago, but nobody paid any at- 
- tention to them until just lately. 
It is natural for the rose fever 
“victim to ascribe his trouble to the 
roses because when he smells the 
roses he is liable to get an attack. 


But this is --erely because the sticky | 


petals and stamens of the rose 
hold the wind-blown pollen of the 
" grasses, and when the vicitim is 
even in the room with roses the 
‘ effluvia affects the mucous mem- 
“ brane of ‘iis nose. 
The grasses whch are responsible 
" and the time of their blooming are 


“ as follows: 


May 17—blue grass; 
“rye; May 27—orchard grass; May 
' 27—wheat; June 15—timothy; June 

10—cattail; *uly 1-30—Corn. 


The treatment may be either pal- 


” liative or preventive. . By palliative 


_ treatment is meant the treatment 
of symptoms by nasal sprays and 
eye drops. This we will deal with

Preventive treatment consists in 
the use of pollen vaccines. It should

_ THE PROCEDURE as car- 
ried out by the modern doctor who 
_is interested in allergy is to deter- 
mine exactly what grass the victim 
is sensitive to. The principle upon 
_ which this diagnosis rests is that 
the skin is very sensitive to the 


chemicals of the pcllen, and when 


a solution of the pollen is made 
and injected into the skin, or 
rubbed into the skin, there will be 


~a red and inflammatory area of 


considerable size. Several differ- 
ent pollens are rubbed in at the 
same time and the ones which show 
the largest wheal are those against 
which treatment is directed. 

After the offending pollen is iden- 
tified, hypodermic injections of 
weak dilutions of the pollen solu- 
tion are made, growing stronger 
every week, so that finally by the 


. time the season opens the patient 


will have acquired an immunity 
and can get through the season 
with little or no discomfort. 


It is possible to give this preven- 


’ tive treatment co-seasonally; that 
- is, beginning at the time the symp- 


toms begin. My own experience 


“has been that this vaccine treat- 


ment is more effective to use 
against the spring type of hay fev- 
er than against the fall or ragweed 
type. 

Dr. Vaughan of Richmond be- 
lieves that 80 per cent of patients 
receive adequate relief with co- 
seasonal treatment and 85 per cent 
with pre-seasonal treatment. By 
adequate relief is meant the disap- 
pearance of 75 per cent of symp- 
toms.

(It would 
have done East no good to have 
refused to ruff the spade queen.)

Agents charge a certain percentage for placing your story, 
of course, and often they can succeed in putting a story over 
where you yourself had failed, because they know the demands 
of the market so much better. They will also criticise your 
work for a fee, and make suggestions which would make it 
more saleable. You might write a few of the agents listed in 
such magazines as the Saturday Review of Literature, Author 
and Journalist, or the Writer's Digest, and find out about fees, 
ete, Author and Journalist and some of the other material 
on this subject which can be found in the Reference Department 
of the Public Library, list different magazines with the types 
and length of stories they will accept. This, and studying the 
current magazines yourself, should help you to sell your own 
manuscripts.
